What a commen¬ 
tary on the morals of this age and city 1 
If those thieves and the abettors of theft bad any regard 
(or the Gonslitution and laws of the United States, or if 
tb^ bad any faith in the Bible, appeals might be made 
to their patriotism or their sense of moral right. But 
they profess to have a higher law than the Constitution.

THE PULPIT RESPONSIBLE FOR DISUNION. 

Frem The Philedelphia (%rietieii Obeerrer. 

Messrs. Editors : It is with great pain that I state, 
what I believe to be the fact, that tbe pulpit of some of 
onr religions denominations is morally accountable for 
much of the disunion sentiment which afflicts tbe coputTy 
at this time. We have Norlbem and Southern Presby¬ 
terian, Baptist and Methodist Chnrcbes, which have been 
alienated by tbe question, snd tbe tinion which heretofore 
existed between them bas been diseolved. It may at of 
great consequence to dissolve tbe union of Churches, 
no great_ national interests are involved thereby; but 
when disnnioD in religion becomes a common occurrence, 
many are led to believe that the disunion of States rosy 
take place without causing more difficnlty than io the 
former case. 

This is a fatal mistake. Tbe former is a matter of 
conscience; the latter of vast moment to tbe peace of tbe 
conntry. Ministers of the Gospel are not in general well 
acquainted with what is called tbe business concerns of 
life, by which we live and prosper, snd are enabled to 
build chnrcbes and maintain the Gospel among ns ; and 
—me seem to know nothing of tbe vast istnes depending 
onr Union, as regards the commerce and manufactures 
of the conntry resting so much npon tbe Unity of onr 
States, and do not rcBect that while they may be eodea¬ 
voring to break the bonds of tbe slave in the Sontb, they 
may 6e taking the bread ont of the mrntbs of tens of 
thousands of their Northern ss well as Sonthern brethren, 
reducing them to want aod idleness, and consequent criiiio. 

I think myself that it is rather an arrogant assumption 
in tbe minister at the North to say to his brother at the 
Sooth,“We are better than you”; that “We do not 
believe n slavery, and you do.” The standard of piety 
the South is certainly equal to that of the North, and 
its ministry quite as talented and pious. There may not 
be ns many isms there, bat for earnest sincerity aod zeal 
for tbe cause of Christ tbe ministry of ihe Sooth have 
always been diatingoished. If the minist-y of the North 
believe them to be wrong, they should endeavor to per¬ 
suade and convince them of the wrong. DenuncpBlioD is 
not the means. If tbe Kingdom of Christ is to be ad¬ 
vanced, charity, and not personalities ami threats, would 
be more effectual io this case. It la presumed onr South¬ 
ern ministry is intelligent and know what they are doing; 
at all events, tbe duty of the minister of Christ is to 
preach the Gospel faithfully ; and if slavery is a sio, men 
will discover it themselves. Their Bibles will teach them 
their whole duty as Christians on this and other snbjects. 

It seems to me a very singular state of things that 
slavery shonld be singled out by infidel preachers, as if it 
was the greatest evil to be endured by moo. We see, 
also, Unitarians, some who herd with jilay-actors, and 
some who reject mr.oy of the most chrering truths of 
Obristianity—we see Ward Beecher with Lucretia Mott, 
and other masculine women, all herding together on the 
platform and for one object—tbe liberation of tbe 

_ in the Sontb, to make him the slave of poverty 

wherever be may afterward rove. With these people it 
requires no other passport to Heaven than to be an 
Abolitionist. “ Godly John Brown I ” is their model 

■uao, aad, ollbOoBli Iw hnvn heim tlie ninrde.rer. the 

horse-thief, and “ died without a sign,” Ihi-y, or their com¬ 
pany, exalt him to an equality with tbe Savior of man¬ 
kind- “ Oh, shame, where is tby blnsh ! ” These zealots 
for tbe slave have no pity for the “ poor Indian.” Mor- 
mooism with them bas no horrors. They cannot see, nor 
tor, tbe thoosauds of prostitute women who walk tbe 
streets at night in our Northern cities; they cannot see 
tbe moral lepers which taint tbe air with crime of all 
kinds, and which call fur all their pbilaotbropy and reli¬ 
gion ; but they have a negro in their eyes, and nls fancied 
wrongs fill up their distorted vision. 

Mr. Buchanan, in bis late message, has drawn a correct 
picture of tbe Southern slave, which I advise all l^qse 
who are ignorant of bis true slate to read. A distin¬ 
guished Senator, in bis place at Wesbingion, proclaimed, 
from bis certain knowledge, that Helper, an apostate son 
of North Carolina, who has lately poblished the “Im¬ 
pending Crisis,” wus a thief who robbed bis employer of | 
$300, while be was in full standing as a commaoicant in 
one of tbe Southern Obnrebes; and yet this roan is en¬ 
couraged in bis infamous work of sowing dissension 
between the North and the South. Finally, Messrs. 
Editors, it is my eolema opinion that the more ministers 
of tbe Gospel mingle in this slavery question, the more 
tbe influence of onr blessed religion will suffer at their 
bands.

that the National Committee will change the time origi¬ 
nally designated for tbe meeting of the Chicago Conven- 
,ioD. We have not within the last six weeks met a 
Republican outside of that Cemmittee who did not cooai- 
der the postp^to^toent of that Convention to the middle of 
June a deplorable mistake—as io effect giving away the' 
two best months of tbe campaign. Until tbe nomina¬ 
tions ehMl have been made, very little will or can be done 
to secure success in the ensuing election. We shall be 
wrangling with each other about our prospective candi¬ 
dates, rather than rallying and organizing our lor^ for 
e^tive service against tbe common adversary. Delega¬ 
tions will be packed to seente the nomination of this or 
that aspirant, and many will go to Chicago not to bear, 
to consider and decide* by what iostromentalities tbe 
Good Cause can best be subserved, but to larry out a 
prearranged programme, no matter at what risk or cost. 
Thus the bright idea of waiting to let tbe Slave Demo¬ 
cracy quarrel and fall to pieces at Cbarlestuo is quite 
likely to tesolt in aeriooa and damaging dissenstons, if not 
positive disruption, in oor own ranks. Bat weak men 
will do anything sooner than admit that they have made 
a blunder; so we must consider tbe time of hoWing tbe 
Convention settled beyond further controversy. 

Tbe evil efi^ts of this postponement are manifest ii 
terms aod temper in which the selection of onr Fresi- 
deotial candidate are discussed iu many Republican jour¬ 
nals. A portion of them virtnally assame that, should A. 
be nominated, oor defeat will be inevitable. -Another 
portion reports that if B. should be the mao, be will not 
be heartily nor generally supported. Thus, heat is gene-1 
rated, and hasty words utterrf—nay, printed—which tbe 
ntterers will deplore and wish they had withheld before 
we ate half throngb the canvass. Tbe purport, tbe drift, 
of these ill-considered fnlminations is that, should a candi¬ 
date of one class be chosen, we shall throw away the elec¬ 
tion ; if of another class, we shall only succeed, if we so 
c«d at all, at the expense of oar principles.

DESPICABLE DIABOLISM IN IHE DISTRICT.\ 

From Tb< Tribal 

Bom tliree months since, two colored men, free citizens 
of Philadelphia, returned -from tbe Paraguay Expedition 
on board a government vessel, and were landed at tbe 
Navy-Yard to Washington, where they were honorabiy 
discharged. Wishing to return boioe alter their long 
absence io tbe service of tbe United Statw. they repaired 
to the railroad dep6t at WashingioD to take the cars for 
Philadelphia, when they were met by a regnlation which 
requires all colored persons, ere they can obtain tickets, 
to file a bond to indemnify tbe railroiid eompaay i^iost 
loss in case they shall be claimed as slaves. Having do 
friends or acquaintances in Washington, of conrse they 
conld famish no sureties for soeb a bpod, aod so bad to 
abandon tbe idea of going to Philadelphia for the pre¬ 
sent ; and, finally, they obtained employment as servants 

at tbe Avenue Honse, a hotel in Washington. 

Bat the steve-fiend wonld not let these inooeeot young 
men alone. About ten days since, being still at work at 
the Avenne Honse, they were artested'under a munii-ipal 
r^nlatioo or ordinance reqniriog that persons of Afticao 
descent coming into Washington shall have their names 
registered and pay fifty dollars, or lie liable i ffce of 

ten dollars for every five days that they rema:,. , -iiBcity 

witbont complying with the ordinance. 

These young men, discharged at ibe Federal (Mpital 
from on board a United Sutes veesel.oo which they had 
performed faithfal service, when met with this rascally 
Federal ordinance, knew nothing abont tbe requishioo r- 
to registration, and they bad no fifty dollars to pay for _ 
license for remaining in Washington. In fact, they did 
not wish to stay there at all. but were doing their beat to 
go to their homes io Philadelphia when they encoantend 
this oppressive railroad r^ulatioo, which compelled them 
to remain and seek employment on the spot, 
which they subjected themselves to other penalties. 

Tbe fact of the arrest became known to Mr. Potter, 
Member of Congress from Wisconsin, and Mr. Covode, 
Member from Pennsylvania, who board at the Avenne 
Honse, and npon whom these colored men were in the 
habit of wailing. They interfered to save them from 
these oppressive fines. In so doing, they explained the 
case to the Mayor of Washington. He admitted tbe 
law to be a hard one, and suggested that, as these young 
men were servants at tbe hotel of Messrs. Potter and 
Covode, they might properly claim tbat they (tbe colored 
peraoDs) be exempted from tbe operation of the oedinance 
as tb«r servants; and that, in this way, and this way 
only, conW they be saved from the payment of tbe 850 
each, and a fine of 810 each for every five days ^ring 
which they had neglected to register their names. Under 
these circQmstoDces. and at tbe suggestion of the Mayor, 
Messrs. Potter aod Covode, bavieg meanwhile employed 
these colored men, addressed ‘ ~ 

them as their servants; aw 

charged. . . , ,, , 

In return for their humane interference m benait of 
these defenceless boys, the press of Washington, and 
especially The Consltluiion, the organ of Mr. Boebanan. 
pours out its fouieat abuse upon Messrs. Potter aod 
Covode, perverting tbe facts, representing them as baviog 
been purchasing negroes, as trying toevade tbe a unmipal 
laws of Washington, and more of the same sort Their 
note to the Mayor are pnblisbed, accompanied by char¬ 
acteristic comments. Through whose interposition this 
tarn has been given to the affair, whether by tbat of the 
Democratic Mayor, or the officer to whom one-third of 
the fines were payable, we know not, nor do we care. 
We aim at higher game than vulgar tipstaffs and brawl¬ 
ing newspaper organs, in our comments npon these scau- 
ddoBs transactions. We do not so much blame the 
officer as the law, nor The Constitution newspaper as tbe 
system it defends. The Marshal and the journal are bat 
laboring in their appropriate vocation. The former picks 
nn a precarious living by enforcing a code tbat would be 
sMutei ont of the Feejee Islands. The latter coins 
money by arguing its adaptation to tbe state of society 
which existo in W'ashington. 

I Tarn we, then, to the remedy. This opprfflsive rail¬ 
road regulation, and these infamous ordinanoes, exist by 
the special permission—nay, more, by virtue of the posi¬ 
tive enactments—of Oongtess. We tosiat, therefore, that 


Washington arrests, arrat|9^ and imprisons him. Daring 
the contest for the Speakership, assassins, armed to the 
teeth, pack the galleries, threatening death to tbe Repub¬ 
lican Members of Coogrtss, and the press of Washiag- 
tOD cheers on the blood-thirsty villaine. Tbe publisber 
of The Nat tonal Era is assailM io tbe streets, aod car¬ 
ries bis life in his bands for many weeks, for speaking tbe 
sentiments of George Washington, aod Wasbiogtoo City 
applauds. An upright Member of Congreas from Penn- 
sylvania utters, to his frieods In hUown hotel, tbe current 
opinion of the coontry in regard to tbe imbecility of 
Virginia fa the face of tbe John Brown raid, and be i' 
waylaid and maltreated in tbe Capitol grounds by func¬ 
tionaries high in office, and Washington lauds tbe assail- 
anls and jeers at tbe assailed. 

Do such cowardly creatures, does such a demoralised 
community, deserve any forhearance from freemen ? Is * 
it a fit spot, and are such the fit cnstodian^ of tbei 
Cftpital of the Republic? The country demands that 
these outrages, and their parent came, cease to exist, or 
that the seat of government be remov^ to a spot where 
freedom of opinion, of speech, of publication, of locomo 
tion, can be reapecled. | 

The Capital could hardly be esfabliabed in a mere 
detestable locality than Washiogtou. Originally a swamp 
and quagmire, tbe climate is execrable, engeoderiog 
rheumatism, chills and fever, pneomnnia, bronchitis and 
cognate diseases. As to tbe public buildings, erected 
and being erected, even were they to be utterly abandoned, 
we doubt whether this would ultimately be a dollar’s loss 
to the country. Tliey are to the last d^ree iH-contrived. 
To ccmplete such as are unfioiabed, upon tbe scale now 
contemplated, wi.I cost more than to erect eutirely new 
buildings of snitable descriptions elsewhere. They are 
mere sinks of jobbery and corruption. Therefore, we 
trust Congress will not vote a dollar to go on with them 
uniil the countiy sees whether the crimes and villaniea of 
which we complain are to cease. And, if they do not, 
and it should be finally resolved to change tbe Capital, 
then, as tbe new location wonld donbtless be acoeasible 
from Washington by vessels, if any of the materials io 
the existing structnres were worth trausportiog thither, 
they could he taken down, removed, and used in the new 
edifices. At all events, Congress shonld not sink another 
dufiiir in the present public buildiugs nni-il these qaestions 
are determined—not a dollar. 

We have, an able Committee in tile House of Repre¬ 
sentatives upon the District of Columbia. A majority 
of its memliers are Republicans. They are all men of 
ability. Will they take action to the premises? The

A UNITED STATES MARSHAL IN TROUBLE. 

Ax Oberlio correspoudeut of the Cleaveland Leader 
says: 

On Saturday, Feb. 18, about mid day. It became known 
that Dayton bid come to town nudet cover of the dark¬ 
ness of tbe previous night; aod before an hour bad 
passed, a committee of citizens called on the Deputy Mar¬ 
shal aod kindly, though firmly, infarmed him that hia 
presence was not desirable, and that ooe hour would be 
granted him io which to depart. Ten minnles bad not 
elapsed, however, before tbe vuloroos denuty was on the 
move. .Meanlim-.' a party of five colored men took upon 
themselves the respoosibility of seeing to it that there 
was DO mistake abent having tlie order to depart filled 
to the letter. 

Favored by (be lately fallen snow, they took tbe track 
of the Si-eing Marshal, and by 3 o’clock p. m., tbe pur¬ 
suers and pursued had marked tbeir “ devious windiog 
way ” through field and woods for a dislauoo of some six 
miles. 

Tha race ended, aod, the Marshal aurrounded by his 
pursuers, capitnIatiooH commenced. Tbe trembling 
voice and shakiug knees of tbe doomed roan pleaded elo¬ 
quently for quarter, which was finally grantt^, on eoudi- 
tioD tbat the renounced Deputy ahnuld resign hia r ffioe of 
Marshal aod would promise to never ogaiu visit Oberlin, 
and upon tbe farther condition that be should make a 
written confession and agreemeot ou the spot Stationery 
was faroLshed him at once, aod with great apparent aiu- 
cerity he proceeded to pen the following :

THE REhTpERlLOE^LAYEKY. 

The result of John Brown’s effort shows plainly enough 
that there is no great danger that the slaves of the South 
will be stirred up to mutiny and insurrection by the 
efforts of white men. The real peri! of the South lies in 
- a quarter where it is not suspected. It is in the increas¬ 
ing physical superiority of the negroes. We were 
impressed strongly with this idea in reading an account 
of tbe fire department of Savannah, Ga. With only two 
exceptions, the fire companies of that city, thirteen in 
number, are composed exclusively of negroes. Their 
semi annual parades are the great holidays of the year. 
When the fire alarm is given, they turn out with alacrity, 
dressed iu gay uniforms, and the companies vie with each 
other for disticofion in tfficiency and promptness quite as 
much as the white fire companies of onr Northern cities. 
When working at the brakes they sing inspiriting songs 
in their own “ nigger English,” life, this ; 


The white people of Savannah point Northerners with 
pride to these black firemen as illastrating the cordial 
sympathy and loyalty of tbe black race towards the 
whites, and as showing the little ground there is tor fear 
from them. 

Bat whither does all this tend t It is the universal 
testimony that the whites of the slave States are deterior¬ 
ating, in muscle as well as in moral force of char¬ 
acter, while tbe slaves, by their regular bat not excessive 
labor, their mo.derate and healthful diet, and their neces¬ 
sary exclnsioa from enervating habits, are the real men 
of muscle at tbe South. Suppose a conseioasness of this 
“ strength that alombers in the peasant’s arm ” to get 
swaheued in anyway among the negroes; suppose the 
slave States to go on with their mad policy of enslaving 
the free blacks and so infusing into the plantation gangs 
a new element of dissatisfaction and revolt; suppose some 
black exhorter at camp meetings to feel himself in’ipired 
to become another Moses and lead his people out by fire 
and blood from the American Egypt—we start back 
appalled at the terrible possibility. And yet here lies the 
real peril of the South—not in the circnlation of Helper 
books and anti slavery publications among tbe whites, 
but in some sadden outburst of the enslaved muscle 
against tbe over-mastering mind. 

The South has a continned dim and vague fear of this 
catastrophe, but it seems to be bliud to the fact that it is 
a constantly increasing probability, and that the peril is 
promoted by every exp^ient resorted to to increase the 
power of the institntion. Let the mad caps of the South 
realize their dream of disunion and a Southern republic, 
and this peril would be increased a thousand fold. The 
blast of the trumpet that shonld announce the dissolution 
of the Union would be the tocsin of insurrection and 
blood at the South, and tbe slaveholders must then fight 
their own battles against the muscle they have educated.

ENSLATEMENT OF FREE NEGROES. 

From The EreniogPoBt 

Doeino the past few days frequent reference has been 
mkde in the colnmus of The Evening Post to bills before 
the Legislatures of the slave States, for the purpose of pro¬ 
hibiting emancipation in future, if not of reenslaving those 
who have already been manumitted. An act with both 
objects in view has passed the Missouri Legislature and 
received the signature of Governor Stewart. On pern- 
sing its various sections—twenty-four in number—one 
can scarcely help believing that the Apocalyptic predic¬ 
tion is about to be verified—“ Wo unto you, inhabitors 
of the earth and of tbe sea ; for tbe devil is come down 
among you, having great power and wrath ; because he 
knoweth that be hath but a short time 1 ” It would actu¬ 
ally seem that the great slavery propaganda of North 
America, conscious that its lease of power has nearly 
expired, was bent upon making the most of its present 
opportunities of tyranny and crnelty. 

Bepod the Great Is said to have given orders for the 
butoh^y, at tbe miment of his death, of a large number 
of the Jewish nobility, to make sure that the nation 
would go into mourning. Is it with such an object in 
view that the plantation interest of Missouri, Kentucky 
and Maryland is making such desperate struggles to 
heighten tbe wrong of slavebolding ? Had sncb a law 
been proposed in the first of those States only, it might 
be snpposed that its collective wisdom bad gone on a 
irnnken frolic with its Governor; but so charitable a 
lopp'ibiituu win not account; tor the enormity else- 
vhere ; and we are constrained to look upon tbe legisla- 
Jon in question as the offspring of fear and conscioiM 
goilt. Where these elements have full sway there is 
scarcely an enormity at which many individuals will stop 
short, and the negro bills before us show that the same 
observation applies with equal force to public bodies. 

Tbe Missouri act provides that all free negroes or 
mulattoes under the age of eighteen, who may be found 
n ’hat State after the first Monday in September, 1861, 
shall be bound out as apprentices until reaching tbe age 
of twenty-one, when they shall be set free and allowed 
twelve months for the purpose of leaving the State. Any 
who may go into and continne inside of its limits for 
twenty four boars, together with sncb as are over eigh¬ 
teen and have settled in the State since 1847, are to be 
notified to depart ; and if they fail to comply within 
twelve months, tbe sheriff is directed, under a heavy 
penalty, “ to sell said free nogro or mulatto at the Court¬ 
house door of the county, to the highest bidder for 
ready money.” The man thus sold is to be to all intents 
and purposes a slave, as if he had beeu born in that con¬ 
dition. In addition to these, the act provides that no 
slave shall be manumitted in tbe State henceforth, unless 
bis owner shall give security, in the sum of not less than 
two thousand dollars, that such slave shall leave the Slate 
within ninety days. Failure to do so is to be visited with 
a penalty at least equal to the slave’s value at the time of 
his emancipation. 

No, these provisions are not the effects of a drunken 
frolic, but of malignant bate towards a race which has 
hitherto returned good for evil. There is too evident a 
determination to tear up tbe very foundation stones of the 
temple of Liberty; to outrage the moral seuse of the 
human race; to afford a proof how rapidly it is possible 
for a whole people to degenerate from the principles with 
which they set out—to attribute the legislation to any 
influence short of the satanic. 

A PREACHER DRIVEN FROM HIS WORK.

It seems that besides preaching on Sundays, he had opened’’ 
a scho' 1 in which free colored children in great numbers 
were learning to read and write, and thus excited the 
opposition that was manifested in enforcing aD«ibumaD 
law. The preacher is said to be a quiet, peaceable, intel¬ 
ligent man. His work among the free negroes of this vici 
nity was elevating and improviog them ; but this many 
white men are opposed to, never seeming, while they 
abuse the negroes for their immoral and vicious practices, 
to consider that it is their ignorance and degradation that 
make them so, and to remove w^U^elligence and 
moral elevation are absolutely nesAH^Vguoraoce is
